TWELYE DEAD IN SHIPWRECK.

LifesLine Reached the Wentworth, But Was of
No Avail

Chatham, Mass, (Special).—A small
part of the forward section of the
hull and slanting foremast stand

Little could be done in an effort
to ail the crew of the disabled craft,
as the Cape Cod life-savers from two
stations were unable to launch their
surf boats in the tremendous seas. A
shotline was fired to the schooner,
which lay not much more than 3oo
yards [rom shore. There was one
answering pull, and the life-savers
thought that they heard a voice aboye |
the roar of the surf erying "All right,”
but beyond this there was no sign
of life on board the eraft.

When the wreckage came ashore it
was found that the first line had been
made fast to the wheel of the schoon-
er, and it is beheved that a heavy sea
swept over the vessel just as the line
was fastened, and that all the men on
deck were washed overboard,

tend to their duties, There is much
room for sanitary improvements.”
